the colossal sum of $780 000 But, alas 1 he 
never camo across a single caso where a de- 
faulting banker needed aid 
Bo, on his death 


ho left tho *7S),()0<) to an executor, with in- 
structions to apply it to this purpose Iho 
letter then invited confidential appeals from 


embarrassed agents ' 
Lockwood hod ob- 


tained a copy of the Bankers' Almanac and

Reducing Frelfffet Kates. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 16.—Tho (rumors of 


a few days past that there is to be a reduc- 
tion of 5 cents per 100 pounds in East-bound 
rates, has exerted considerable comment 
m railroad circles-and 
among shipper*. 


There is a difference of opinion as regards 
the wisdom i of making such a reduction. 
Of course, shippers approve such action, 
yet there is a feeling with freight men who 
are anxious that the roads should tuake a 
little money above paying operating ex- 
penses and fixed charges, that rates are now 
low enough, 
and that were 
rates 


reduced the roada would find it difficult to 
pay operating expenses and fixed charges. 
Other railroad men take the ground that 
something must be done to give business a 
start and to prevent heavy shipments of 
srainbythe 
water routes. With rstes 


uascd on 20 cents per 100 pounds from Cihi- 
ci20 to Now York it is believed 
that the 


railroads, rather than tho slower water 
routes, would get the" bulk of the grain 
traffic. Then there is great danger, it is 
alleged, that should tho present rates be 
maintained the management* of certain 
roads will disregard all pooling agreements 
and make rates which will draw business 
from the lake craft to them, and with this 
would come a general demoralization of 
East-bound rates.

Ho asked if there1 


were any Christian men in the croud to 
spc.ik in his behalf. Sever.U persons made 
remarks and ho waa finally delivered to 
the officers and taken to Shelby county J.iil 
at Ilarlan, when the crowd dispersed, 
leaving the dead desperado on <ho field. 
The loss to the pursuers is two killed and 
one seriously wounded, probably fatally. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—It isra- 


portcd that the President is greatly annoyed 
at the course of Mr. Evans in tho Eldridgo- 
Hoiton case. It appears that Evans stuck 
to his friend Hortoii a trifle more tenacious- 
ly than the President liked to see. The 
commissioner admits that ho expected a 
favorable report from Slack and 
that he 


supposed Slack was Uorton's friend, or he 
(Evans) would not have appointed 
him. 


The investigation was ordered at the Presi- 
dent's request, and if there is any virtue in 
the dismissal of tho special agent the praise 
belongs to President Arthur, who gave Mv. 
Evans to understand, peremptorily, that 
he would tolerate no offlci-J* scandal in this 
administration. To mollify tho President 
Evaua appointed Slack to investigate and 
report, believing that no matter what 
would come the report would exonerate 
his, friend Horton. 
When the report was 


received it was cromptly given out by the 
subordinates of Mr. Evans that it cleared 
Horton, these subordinates 
being fully 


aware of tho programme and taking the 
responsibility without knowing what the 
papers contained. 
It now appears that 


Evans, as soon asjhe examined tho papers, 
found he had counted without his host, and 
refused to say anything as to what the 
papers contained until ho made ono more 
effort to save Horton. He went out to tho 
Soldiers' Home and laid the case before the 
President, still championing Horton. Here 
is where he made a mistake. The Presi- 
dent, who had been geUing impatient with 
Mr Evans, heard him through very coldly 
and then informed Win that the only way 
out of the difficulty was to (ire Mr. Horton 
out of the department; and intimated pret- 
ty strongly that the quicker it was done the 
better. Mr. Evans took the responsibility 
of giving Mr. Hortou a chance of being 
heard in person, but when he did not come 
on as he promised the President sent for 
Mr. Evans, and rather curtly told him it 
should 
be ended 
immediately. It is 


whispered around town that the President, 
who is desirous of earning a reputation for 
a clean administration, was quite 
angry, 


and it Is even said that both men talked so 
much louder than the ordinary 
conversa- 


tional tone that tho sublcct of the conversa- 
tion was heard by those iu the antc-ehiun- 
ber.s. There is Miid to be a stronK proba- 
bility, which statement is very likely found- 
ed on this gossip, that Mr. Evans himself 
will soon follow his friend Horton . He isa 
headstrong man, and likes to 
have his 


own way. Thitthe 
difference 
between 


the commissioner and the 
President got 


them this near to a rupture, howe\ er, muy 
be only idle gossip.

Barnctt Gilibs.of Dallna, lias^rcturiicd from 
an extended trip to Mexico. In a long in- 
terview in the Daily Times he says he was 
surprised at whut lie discovered concerning 
the late Indian campaign in the southwest;

THE NEW PASTOB. 


Bev. Geo. B, Vosburg delivered two 


fine discourses at the Baptist church, yes- 
terday. The morning theme was the 
words of St Paul to the Thessnlonians, 
"Brethren, pray for us." Along the road- 
way the rarest flowers are growing, but 
are passed by unnoticed by us. Iu the 
same way the beautiful thoughts of the 
Bible are heard so often that they are 
also passed by, unnoticed and unheeded. 
St. Paul, who was so grand, BO noble and 
so strong, often used the words of the 
text. "I want your prayers and your help, 
that I may open the Word ot God so that 
it may be just what your hearts need. 
Pray for me to grow in the grace and 
knowledge of God. Pray for me that I 
may be Christlike. Pray that my heart 
may be filled; that it may give out those 
things which you need. 
Pray that a 


mighty fire may be kindled, and the king- 
dom of God built up among you. Pray 
that you and I, united in purpose, may 
press forward toward the heavenly king- 
dom." The evening theme was "The 
Christian's Life." Large congregations 
at both services. 


Kev. Geo. B. Vosburg is a graduate of 


the New York state Normal School, and 
ot Madison Uuiversty and | Hamilton 
Theological Seminary. He has been in 
the ministry of the gospel about nine 
years, being located successively at Coop- 
erstown, N. Y,, Jersey City, N. J., and at 
.Chicago, 111. From the last named city 
he was called to the pastorate of the Bap- 
tist church of Decatur, and took full 
charge on Sunday. He is a dignified 
gentleman, about 1!5 years of ago, and 
has a wife and child. 


Dli. W. F. SHORT. 


The Kev. Dr. W. F. Short, President of 


the Illinois Female College, at Jackson- 
ville, occupied the pulpit at the First M. 
E. Church, on Sunday morning and even- 
ing, iu the absence of llcv. Dimmitt, who 
spent the day at Danville, conducting the 
exercises attending the dedication of tho 
new Kimber Chapel, at that place. Tho 
sei vices opened with n song by the choir 
of twelve voices, led by Milton Johnson, 
and prayer by the clergyman. Before 
the collection was taken, Prof. G. V. Dem- 
orest gave a solo, which was splendidly 
rendered. Dr. Short announced that tho 
services in memory of the late Gen. Jesse 
II. Moore had been postponed until an- 
other time, owing to the absence of Ex- 
Gov. Oglesby, who had telegraphed that 
he could not come at the time arranged. 
Tho Doctor read for a scriptural lesson 
tho 2d Psalm and selections from the first 
chapter of Colossians, and took for his 
text part of tho 12th verse of tho 19th 
chapter of Revelations—"And on His 
head were many crowns." The sermon 
was delivered extemporaneously in a de- 
liberate manner. Tho points considered 
were .the creative power,- beneficence, 
knowledge, dominion and grace of Christ, 
closing with a peroration that applied to 
all iu tho vast congregation. Another 
large audience assembled at night to hear 
Dr. Short speak on tho life of St. Paul 
and the power of tho Christian religion. 


Ecv. W. U. Prcslley occupied the pul- 


pit at tho Presbyterian church at 10:30 a. 
m., but there wore no services nt night, 
as the pastor was snllering from a mild 
malarial attack. 


In connection with his sermons at 


Stapp'e Chapel on Sunday, Kev. Mus- 
grovo gave an interesting account ot the 
camp meeting revival at Clear Lake, 
Iowa, which was conducted mainly by 
Rev. Thomas Harrison. 


A SUE day (Runaway/ 


Frank D. Caldwell, the coal dealer, had 


a lively experience and a miraculous 
escape from death Sunday forenoon at 
about 1030 o'clock. He had "Darby" 
out hitched to B road cart, and was driv- 
ing about the streets. He had J. W. 
Baker in the rig for a companion, but Mr. 
Baker got out before the exciting incident 
occurred. Coming east on West Main st. 
"Darby" seemed'to bo stepping all right, 
but suddenly he gave a jump or two and 
started eastward on a gallop, his hoofs 
clattering over the streets and causing 
people to rush out from every direction 
to witness the runaway. Mr. Caldwell 
held on to the lines until (Franklin street 
was reached, when he concluded that the 
safest thing for him to do would be to 
jump, and as the 
runaway 
horse 


turned quickly to go north on Franklin 
street he jumped from the cart, and 
striking the ground he was hurled head 
over heels, coming up all O. K., in dan- 
gerous proximity to a pile of stones. He 
was not hurt in the least, and getting up 
hurried after "Darby," and found that 
he had taken refuge in H, W. Davis'e 
wagon yard, corner of Prairie and Jack- 
son streets. A great crowd had collected 
at the yard, and much solicitude was felt 
(or the safety of Mr. Caldwell. Going up 
Franklin street .the runaway got on the 
pavement in front of the old Farner and 
Brenneman buildings, and the cart did 
some damage to a basement stairway pro- 
tection. One of the shafts ot the .cart 
was broken at the end, but no other dam- 
age was done. In falling to the ground 
Mr. Caldwell's pockets were emptied of a 
lot of silver coin, which a man and a boy 
were busy picking up after the outfit had 
passed. 


Seven Stsera Killed by Lightning. 
Mr. David Perry, who is in possession 


of tho Orlando Powers farm, four and a 
half miles noithwest of Dccatur, came 
into tho city to-day, and reported a seri- 
ous loss ho sustained on Friday evening 
last, while tho cyclonic storm was raging 
with terrific fury. Mr. Perry had thirty- 
four head of fine steers in a pasture, en- 
closed with a wire fence, which at the 
point where tho fatality occurred, had a 
rail on top: Saturday Mr. Perry found 
that seven of tho steers whiclj evidently 
had been standing near the fence in a 
bunch, had been killed outright by light- 
ning. Tho supposition is that the light- 
ning struck the wire, and running along 
the fence to tho rail, glanced upward and 
oil' among the cattla The loss is a heavy 
one, but Mr. Perry is thankful that only 
seven of his steers were killed. 


SHOT ON THE FLY. 


Officer Hartley Brings Down an Escaping 


Prisoner at the First Plre. 
' 


Something of a sensation .was caused 


in the city Sunday forenoop by a little 
episode that occurred near Shollabarger 
& Co.'s mill. The police have been on 
the lookout for a week for "Dutch" Hol- 
land, aged 20 years, formerly a bootblack 
in tho city,who has been in many scrapes, 
and has caused the officers more or less 
trouble. A warrant was sworn out a few 
days ago for tho arrest of young Holland 
on n charge of stealing a watch from 
Carlton King, and Marshal Mason, who 
has tho paper, notified the police to arrest 
the accused on sight. 
Officer Hartley 


found Holland near the mill Sunday 
forenoon, in company with Frank Mc- 
Gurthey, and the officer put the young 
man under arrest. Holland resisted, and 
said ho would not go without a warrant. 
Then the officer called on McGurthey, in 
the name of tho city, to assist him. Mc- 
Gurthey refused,and then Holland jerked 
away from Hartley and attempted to es- 
cape. Hartley called to Holland to stop, 
or he would shoot, and pulled out his 32 
calibre revolver, as he made the throat. 
Holland kept on running, with the officer 
after him, and again was he told to stop- 
Seeing that his prisoner was about to get 
away, Hartley fired, the ball striking Hol- 
land in the right forearm, and going 
through between the bones, making a 
flesh wound. Holland had run about 
one hundred and fifty yards from tho 
point where he was arrested, and Hartley 
was about twenty-five steps distant when 
he fired. Holland dropped all in a heap 
when hit, and gave the officer no further 
trouble. He was taken to tho county 
jail where his wound was dressed, and 
where he will remain to be treated accord- 
ing to law,not only on the charge of steal- 
ing, but for resisting an officer. Wo learn 
that a warrant is out for the arrest of 
Frank McGurthey, who will be fined for 
refusing to obey the orders of an officer. 


Officer Hartley is a veteran soldier of 


two wars, and knows how to handle a 
gun. 
Young Holland would have saved 


much bodily pain had he gone along qui- 
etly with the officer. 


The Gen. Moore Memorial. 


It is now the intention of those having 


the matter in charge to hold the Gen. J. 
H. Moore memorial services at Imboden's 
Springs onS unday afternoon, July 22, on 
which occasion Bx-Gov, Oglesby, Kev.
